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HERE’S TO YOUR HEALTH 
FOOD HABITS OF CHILDREN 


Food habits of children tend to get worse, not better, as they grow 
older. If a child has not gotten a good start nutritionally, it is harder 
to rehabilitate him because he has to make up for lost time. Poor nu- 
trition is cumulative, resulting in poor physical status in middle and 


later life. 


This information is based on records of 2,564 children included in 
a study of nutrition in the state of Pemsylvania. It was found that 
less than forty per cent of the children were meeting the energy rec- 
commendations for their age and sex, with but one out of four con- 
suming less than seventy-five per cent of the recommended amounts 


of calories. 


Children under four appear to have the best food habits, while 
those from four to six are slightly worse. Food habits begin to decline 
as the children grow older with girls from thirteen to fifteen years of 
age having the worst food habits of the groups studied. Young women 
from sixteen to eighteen are only slightly better. While boys at these

the sounding of the air raid signal 
to become familiar with the shelter 
locations and their means of en- 
trance and exit. 

The lighting of matches, ciga- 
rette lighters, smoking, or produc- 
ing flame in any way is prohibited 
in any air raid shelter at all times. 
Auxiliary police officers will be 
on duty in the shelters to maintain 
order and enforce regulations. 

Persons at home should take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to ac- 
tually carry out instructions in the 
civil defense booklet, ‘‘Protection 
from the Atom Bomb.”’ These book- 
lets are available at the civil 
defense office in the town house, 
It is the booklet brought home by 
school children several weeks ago. 

In the test here May 25, several 
of the auxiliary forces will be on 
duty and the fire department will 
follow the dispersal order which 
places different pieces of fire 
apparatus in several places about 
town.
